| WHOLE FORCE LOST 
The Canadian contingent num- 
| bered 1,895 men in two battalions, 
the Winnipeg Grenadfers and the 
| Roya Regiment of Canada from 
Quebec, plus a brigade headquart- 
ers. The whole force was either 
killed or made prisoner and sub- 
sequent reports from the Japanese 
on the number of prisoners indi- 
cated 296 of the Canadians were 
dead or missing 

An official total of Dieppe cas- 
ualties gives 561 dead, 239 missing, 
570 wounded and 1,918 prisoners 

The Canadian force engaged at 
Dieppe was probably less than half 
the size of the force engaged in 
Sicily. 
ADVANCING OPERATION 

The Sicily fighting was a success- 
ful advancing operation, so the tak- 
ing of prisoners by the enemy was 
probably negligible but at Dieppe, 
which was an attack and then a 
planned withdrawal, the taking of 
prisoners by the enemy accounted 
for more than half the casualties 

The number killed at Dieppe was 
561 against 385 in Sicily, despite the 
difference in the size of the forces 
The wounded in Sicily, 1,200, are 
much more numerous than at 
Dieppe, where they totalled 570, but 
the Dieppe count for wounded does 
not include those wounded among 
the prisoners taken about whom 
full information is not available

The Battle of Moscow was won by as smart and success- 
ful a trick play as has ever been sprung on an unsuspecting | 
opponent. It was won as well by sheer strength, courage and| 
sacrifice, Winter, silent white ally of the Russian, helped.’ 
But the most surprising, and perhaps the most important 
factor, was contributed by the Red army's tactics. 

During the battle, even when Moscow appeared to be 
shuddering on the precipice beneath which lay the black 
abyss of German occupation, I heard that thousands of 
horsemen were hiding in forest camps, still waiting their 
moment to fall on the enemy. After the battle a Red army 
officer told me: ‘We could have stopped them earlier, but we 
waited until it would cost us less—and cost them more.’ It 
was only a year later, on the first anniversary of the victory, 
that exhibitions and articles on the battle told the full story, | 
or at least, as full a story as was possible of a war still in 
progress. 

It was an astounding tale of the 
Germans, counting each Red 
army division as it fell, smashing 


what seemed to be the last Rus- 


sian reserves which immolated 
themselves in battle, and march- 
ing blind with confidence to the 
very gates of Moscow, only to 
find themselves outmanned, out- 
manoeuvred and defeated.
